Jury Holds Dr. G. G. N 
smith’s Operation of Car 
Was Negligent 



Finding that Dr. George G. 
Nasmith, Toronto consulting engi- 
neer, was guilty of negligence in. a 
motor crash in October. 1933, a 
jury under Mr. Justice Henderson 
in assize court to-day awarded 
Clifford Love. Ontario county 
farmer. $4,323. The av/ard included 
$3,500 damages and “out-of-pocket” 
bill amounting to $823. 

The jury held that Dr. Nasmith’s 
negligence consisted in not keeping 
a proper look-out, not applying his 
brakes “and therefore hot bringing 
his car to a stop.” The jurors also 
found that the farmer was not neg- 
ligent. / 

During the action, it was pointed 
out that Dr. Nasmith ha d to use a 
special* cushion “because of the 
smallness of his stature.” 

Love 'brought suit for $12,000 for 
injuries sustained in a collision be- 
tween their cars near Port Perry. 
He claimed a piece of glass became 
embedded in his' J knce joint, caus- 
ing a permanent “stiff-knee." 
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
